plied ever} third or four h year. 
It is the 


usual practice to scatter t ie salt broadcast, at 
the rate of four or five bushels to the acre, 
after the gram has been j ut in. Many farm- 
ers who have used it u i this manner, have 
given their testimony tha .their cron of wheat 
has been greatly mcreas A, aud the crop of 
weeds, bugs and worms correspondingly di- 
minished. If this is so, it is evideut that salt 
performs two important offices, while ordina- 
ry manure performs but one 
Many of our 


readers, doubtless nave a small pasture m 
which they keep a cow and occasionally turn 
a horse 
Many of these pastures have coarse 


grasses growing in them, while in other pla 
ces the grass dries up quickly on approach of 
warm and dry weather 
All such pastures 


will be greatlj unproved, and often the coarse 
grasses will entirely disappear if a harrow is 
passed freely over back and forth, and salt 
•rt the rate of eight to ten bushels to the acre 
be spread over the ground
